A STRIKE INAUGUBATED TO-DAY BY 


THE MEN. 


A Meeting This Morning—Trial of the Chicago 
Anarchists—Officer MeNulty Dying—Lingg’s 
Devotion to the ‘‘Cause’’—The Washington 
Workmen—Packers Returning to the Ten- 
Hour System. 


The trouble which has been increasing 
among the planing-mill employes culminated 
to-day in the going out of nearly all the ma- 
chine and bench men inthe city. Before May 
Ia demand was made on the planing- 
mill proprietors by the Grievance Committee 


for a reduction in hours to eight hours per day 

with 15 per cent increase of wages. The pro- 

— generally acceded to the reduction of 

ours, but refused to grant the increase of

rangement and have 
hours for eight eee? 1 he wages 
have ranged from 2. 50 per 
day for laborers, —. of whom are 
boys and young men, and from $2.25 to $3.50 
for machinists. There has been considerable 
dissatisfaction over the new arrangement by 
both employes and employers. The milis at 
this time of the year are ovortaxed to ll their 
contracts, and must run at full capacity. 

At the Philibert & Johannin Manufacturing 
Company, at Sixteenth and ket streets 
eighty- -five of the ninety-eight men employe 
went out yesterday. The mill ig still running 
with a reduced force, and new hands are be- 

employed. 

r. Herman Kunz, the Secretary and 
Treasurer, said that the men had made no 
formal complaint, but supposed that they 
went out because ney wanted more pay for 
eight hours’ work, while the company had 
determined to have only ten-hour men at work 
after June 1. He estimated that out of 800 men 
— ed in the milis 500 or 600 are out to- 

quit work yesterday and the others 
thie morning 

At the Star Planing and Moulding Mill seven 
men are out. No demands were made by the 
men there and member of the firm that 
they were paying better wages than in any 
other city in the country. 

At the Moffne Manu Com 
Mills, at Main and Dock streets, are out ex- 
cept six or seven 1 -mill workmen. 
The men out are iu the sash ee 

The Central Planing Mill — are all 
out and the mills are shut. “mill is situ- 
ated at 1440 North Twentieth 2 employs a 
large force of men. 


At the Fox mill the men are not yet out, but 
are expected to go in a day or 80. Trouble is 
anticipated and a guard has been placed in 
the shops. 

The machine men are all out at Duross — 
Olecott’s mill, and the men are all out at t 
St. Louis Planing Mill and the mill fs shut 
down. Seventy men are employed at this 
factory. 

The Great Western Millis also shut down 
— — employes, numbering aboutiforty- 

eing out. 

Nearl all of the force of the Phenix Planin 
Mill on Twelfth and Spruce are out. Thirty o 
them left on Monday and about eighty men 
constitute the regular force 

At 10 o’clock the men from the yarious 
planing mills marehed tothe hall, Broadway 
and Biddle streets, where a meeting lasting 
two hours was held with closed doors. The 
meeting ofthe men, which was unexpected, 
created some alarm in the vicinity of the hall, 
and several detectives and officers were de- 
tailed to the scene, but their services were 
not needed.

The Anarchists’ Bombs. 


New YorK, May 20.—Dr. Edson, of the 
Heaith Department, who has been visiting in 
Chicago, said yesterday that while there he 
examined the implements of destruction used 
by the anarchists in the recent riots, and 
found them to be not bombs, but atlas powder 
cartridges, such as are used in blasting. These 
cartridges are purchasable anywhere and were 
not manufactured by the anarchists. They 
are of the shape and size of a giant N 45 
er, and as they are as likely to prove deadl 
the handlers as the person against whom t ey 
are directed, Dr. Edson thinks their use will 
not be popular with anarchists. 


Washington Workmen. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—A conferenee of rep- 
resentatives of the Employers and Workmen’s 
Association was held last night, but no agree- 
ment was reached, both sides — ie ex- 
pressed a determination not to scocept any 
compromise. Meetings of several 51 the 
trades unions were also held, at which it was 
resolved not to recede from the position 
already taken and to hold out until the eight - 
hour demand is granted.

THE CONVICTED ALDERMAN BROUGHT INTO 
COURT AND SENTENCED. 


Nine Years and Ten Months in the State“ 
Prison at Sing Sing—Judge Barrett In- 
dulges in Some Pretty Plain Talk—The 
Prisoner’s Demeanor in Court—A Stay of 
Proceedings Granted, 


New Tonk, May 20.—The Court of Oyer and 
Terminer was filled this morning with specte- 
tors anxious to hear Judge Barrett pronounce 
sentence upon Alderman Henry W. Jaehne, 
who was convicted of bribery in connection 
with the Broadway Railroad franchise. Jaehne 
was in attendance guarded by a Deputy Sher- 
iff. His face was pale, and his eyes had 
a weary look. After the Judge 
had taken his seat the District 
Attorney moved for sentence to be passed on 
the prisoner. General Pryor of Jaehue’s 
counsel! made a motion for an arrest of judg- 
ment upon the following grounds: 


4 That the indictment was insufficient in sub-

2. “That the count in the indictment upon which the 
verdict was returned is insufficient to sustain the

uponjthe indictment and verdict. ar a 

Counsel then moved for a new trial upon 
two grounds: First—Misdirection of the jury 
in matters of law and because the verdict 
was contrary to law and against the evi- 
dence. 

The motions were both denied by Judge Bar- 
rett. The counsel took an exception to the 
denial of each motion. Jaehne then stood up 
for sentence, and on reply to the usual ques- 
tions of the clerk, gave his age as 36 years and 
residence as 43 Vandam street. He said also 
that he had learned thejewelry trade. He was 
asked what he had to say why judgment 
‘SBhould not be pronounced against him accord- 
ing to law. 

HE MADE NO REPLY,

of him. Judge Barrett then sentenced the 
prisoner to nine years and ten months in the 
State prison.

But Mr, PowpERLY in his ofroular to 
editors puts a supposed case of a man 
boytotted by employers for being a 
member of an organization, and asks if 
the members of that organization are 
noß justified in fighting the devil 
with fire, or, in. other words, boycotting 
the boycotter. He might as well ask if 
the commission of one wrong does not 
justify the commission of another wrong 
by way of retaliation in kind—if the will- 
ful burning of Smith’s house by Jones 
does not justify Smith in burning Jones’ 
house, andif the whole fellowship of the 
Smiths should not thereupon take up the 
fend and fight it out on that line with the 
Joneses. 

It is this tendency of mischief to breed 
mischief, of organization and aggressive 
coercion on one side to provokeretaliatory 
aggression on the other side, that magnifies 
the culpability of the original aggressor in 
such cases. When his victims pay him 
wrong for wrong they may be less culpa- 
ble than he, but are not justified, except 
where they can make out a clear case of 
necessary self-defense. This they cannot 
do when they abandon the better and 
surer protection of the law and the ballot- 
box, and menace the peace and good order 
of society with a modernized edition of the 
old clan feuds and class fights of more 
barbarous times, 

Workingmen have recently secured 
judgments for exemplary damages against 
railroads that black listed them. If the 
laws and the courts do not afford them 
sufficient protection in this respect, they 
control the ballot-box by a large majority, 
and can provide ample legal protection 
for themselves. In the meantime, when- 
ever they go outside of the law and at- 
tempt to carry their point either by illegal 
coercion or by assailing employers with 
organized proscription in business, they 
always seem to get the worst of it in the 
long run. It invariably becomes a war 
upon other workingmen and upon small 
tradesmen, and alarms and arrays against 
a labor movement a mighty mass of citi- 
zens who would be its friends, if per- 
mitted, because they are far more closely 
allied to the wage-earners than to the 
capitalist class.

Nellie is only 16 years old, but 
the audacious patriarch told her that she was 
the delight of his. old eyes, and that if she 
would overlook the difference in their ages 
and become his little wife, he would 
present her with & bridal gift 


of $2,000. Nellie was scared half out of her 
wits and ran away without so much as reject- 
X proposal. Her suitor then turned his 
attention to another quarter. The very same 
evening he put on his best black coat with the 
velvet collar, and his Sunday cravat, and 
Giapp, a very brignt old lads ot 87 years. who

$2,000 in bills in his hand. Instead of one he 
found seven of the fair sex awaiting him. 
There were three alleged widows, and the rest 
called themselves maidens.

She said she was formerly a governess in a 
family at Springfield, Mass., but the old 
gentlemanjfcared not to know more, and they 
were m ed without any loss of time. The 
peculiar marriage contract entered into by 
their aged father caused his children to depart 
from the house. Frank, a man of 35, who was 
always considered the favorite, was the last to 
leave the old homestead. When old Mr. Win- 
ship was married he had 513, 400 in the bank, 
and had real estate valued at $10,000. He gave 
the favorite son a house and lot on the prem- 
ises, and deeded the remainder of the property 
to his wife.

WARRING CORPORATIONS. 


A Big GasFight by the Companies in 
Chicago. 

CuIcaGo, May 20.—There is a prospect that 
in the near future the consumers of gas in 
all parts of the city, instead of paying $1 and 
$1.50 per 1,000 feet, will get it at 50 and 65 cents, 
and perhaps less. The following hand-bill was
